6. "Renewable fuel™ means motor vehicle fuel that
meets any of the following conditions:

a. Is produced from grain, starch, oilseed,
vegetable, animal, or fish materials including fats,
greases, and oils, sugarcane, sugar beets, sugar
components, tobacco, potatoes, or other biomass, or is
natural gas produced from a biogas source including a
landfill, sewage waste treatment plant, feedlot, or
other place where decaying organic material is found.

b. Is used to replace or reduce the quantity of
fossil fuel present In a fuel mixture used to operate
a motor vehicle.

"Renewable fuel™ includes cellulosic biomass
renewable fuel, waste=derived renewable fuel, and
biodiesel fuel and any blending components derived
from renewable fuel, provided that only the renewable
fuel portion of any such blending component shall be
considered part of the applicable volume under the
renewable fuel program.

Sec. 3. NEW SECTION. 7B.3 PURPOSE.

The purpose for establishing the lowa energ¥
independence Act is to enhance the quality of life of
the citizens of this state through increasing the
autonomy of the state as a self=sufficient source of
nonresource=depleting alternative or renewable energy,
the independence of the state from reliance upon
foreign sources of energy, and the efficiency of the
state iIn maximizing opportunities to achieve energy
efficiency through energy conservation measures and
practices and economic growth and new job creation.

Sec. 4. NEW SECTION. 7B.4 10WA ENERGY
INDEPENDENCE OFFICE.

1. An lowa energy independence office is
established to accomplish the purpose stated in
section 7B.3. The director of the office shall be
aﬁpointed by the ﬁovernor, subject to confirmation by
the senate, and shall serve at the pleasure of the
governor. |If the office of the director becomes
vacant, the vacancy shall be filled in the same manner
as provided for the original appointment.

e. Assistance to local governments, small
businesses, and community=based organizations in the
identification and securing of federal, state,
private, and nonprofit foundation funding for energy
efficiency, alternative and renewable ener%y
development, energy research, and other related energy
projects.

f. Preparation of the lowa energy independence
plan as provided in section 7B.5.

g- Making presentations to private investors,
nonprofit foundations, and industry associations on
state programs for new alternative and renewable
energy technologies and investment opportunities in
research and technology deployment.

Formulation of recommendations to the governor
and the general _assembly regarding changes_in
programs, policies, legislation, and administrative
rules that may enhance state energy independence
efforts, including the elimination of programs or
transfer of programs to another agency.

i. Assistance with administration of the lowa
power fund created in section 15J.1.

J- Conducting, in cooperation with the department
of public safety and the department of natural
resources, a study of green building standards. The
study shall be completed by January 1, 2009, and shall
include the following:

(1) Definition of green building standards,
including building design, construction, maintenance
techniques, building materials, and equipment._
promoting energy efficiency, energy conservation,
utilization of renewable energy, and technology which
can be applied to the construction and maintenance of
new structures or rehabilitation of existing
structures.

(2) Development of performance objectives for
green buildings.

(3) Development of green building energy=efficient
design standards and the scope of their application,
and 1ntegration of energy=efficient design standards
into the state building code adopted pursuant to
chapter 103A and local building regulations.

(4) Determination of the current status of
enforcement of energy conservation requirements in
construction and methods for improving compliance with
those requirements.

(5) Development of training materials for building
code officials in energy=efficient design standards.

Sec. 5. NEW SECTION. 7B.5 [I0WA ENERGY
INDEPENDENCE PLAN.

An lowa energy independence plan shall be developed
by the director iIn association with public and private
partners selected by the director and with the
assistance of the lowa energy independence advisory
council established in section 7B.6. The goal of the
plan shall be to achieve energy independence from
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foreign sources of energy by 2025. The first plan
shall be submitted to the governor and the members of
the general assembly by December 15, 2007, with
subsequent plans to be submitted every five years
thereafter, or more often if deemed necessary by the
director.

1. Maximizin% use of emerging technologies to
enhance energy efficiency and conservation and develop
alternative and renewable energy sources.

4_ Balancing the interests of crop, biomass,
livestock producers, biofuel, and other bioproduct
manufacturers, consistent with sustainable land use,
clean air, and clean water practices.

5. Identifying the road, rail, pipeline, and other
infrastructure modifications needed to enhance state
energy independence efforts.

6. Developing recommendations regarding regulatory
policy including utility renewable portfolio
standards, greenhouse gas emission standards, building
code standards, improved compliance and enforcement,
elimination of unnecessary rules, and streamlined
permitting that may enhance state energy independence
efforts consistent with sustainable land use, clean
air and clean water practices, and enforcement. The
recommendations shall include a cost analysis of the
recommended policy.

8. Reviewing and assessing the effectiveness of
state programs, including financial assistance
programs and tax policies, In enhancing state energy
independence efforts.

9. Ildentifying strategies to increase
affordability of energy for the low=income population
in this state.
